much or the hay and grain is of an 
inferior quality. This is a very im- 
portant in the feeding of livestock, 
to avoid puor results in feeding a low 
quality feed supplementation must 
be carried out to increase the nut- 
ritive value to a satisfactory level. 

Feeder cattle which are being fed 
this season may not make satisfac- 
tory gains and in some cases losses 
may occur due to the feed quality. 
Vitamin A deficency is not general- 
ly a problem in our feed lots, this 
year it is. Grain contains very little 
or no vitamin A, it is however pre- 
sent in well cured green hay and 
silage which in average years sup- 
plies enough of the vitamins for cat- 
tle. Hay this year that is badly wea- 
thered and of an inferior quality 
does not contain sufficient of this 
vitamin. 

Cattle suffering from a deficency 
of this vitamin show various symp- 
toms usually they become quite list- 
less, make gains and go off feed. 
They cften take on a rather dumb 
appearance often associated with 
staggering and blindness. Finally 
the cattle may go down and losses 
occur. 

The precautions against this are 
simply to provide the needed supply 
of the vitumin by feeding good green 
hay or some vitamin AO concentrate. 

This danger is also present in the 
bfeeding herd and here the deficiency 
if present will likely show up in a 
poor crop of weak calves. It would 
be well worth while giving this mat- 
ter serious thought and if the feed 
you have is of a quality that the 
vitamin A content is low supplement 
it before losses occur.

The Co-operative Activities 
Branch of the department su- 
pervises all types of co-oper- 
atives in Alberta. ‘These in- 
clude rural electrification as- 
soviations, producer co-oper- 
atives, livestock feeder associa- 
tions and credit unions, 

Special reference should be 
made to the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Associations through 
which farmers build power 
lines and electrify their farms. 
Assisted by the co-operative 
Activities Branch, these as- 
sociations have scored a re- 
markable record, with between 
five any six thousand addition. 
al furms being electrified each 
year Total number is now 
Well over 28,000 an increase 
of some 14,000 since 1949. 

A revolving fund of $10,000 
000 has been made available 
by the Alberta Government, 
from which Rural Electrifica- 
‘ion Associations may borrow 
&s much as 85 per cent of the 
money needed to finance the 
building of their lines. 

The Alberta Power Commis- 
810n, charged with the general 
supervision and  encourage- 
ment of all matters relating to 
electric power in the province, 
functions as a branch of the 
Department of Industries and 
Labour, 

The Provincial Marketing 
Board, another branch, is em- 
powered to provide producers, 
manufacturers, distributors 
and consumers with the means 
of buying and selling goods at 
fair and equitable prices, Its 
policy of buying raw materials 
In Mass quantities may be ap- 
plied where necessary, and js of 
great benefit to the small Al- 
berta manufacturer. 

Three specia] inspection ser- 
vices, designed to protect life 
tnd property are conducted by 
other branches of the depart- 
ment These are inspections 
of boilers and pressure vessels
